WASHINGTON. 
— P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower has lost his budget fight. 
A runaway Congress is going to make 
an economy record because amid the 
present confusion it seems a politi­ 
cal necessity to do so. 
The realists among them know that 
they will have to restore some of the 
cuts next year. They admit they will 
have to accept the President’s judg­ 
ment in any real pleas of crisis that 
he chooses to make later. 
But they are satisfied that they 
will be taking the personally pru­ 
dent course in view of the P re si­ 
dent’s failure to rally the public 
or to sway important segments of 
the press which have left him on 
the issue. Why this is so now be­ 
longs to history, whose indubitable 
first chapter will be that press con­ 
ference last January at which T rea s­ 
ury Secretary George M. Humphrey 
predicted a “ hair-curling depres­ 
sion” if spending trends were not 
altered. 
The issue to which the President 
must now turn his attention is the 
repair of confidence in the govern­ 
ment’s credit. It is really much the 
most important. Supplemental ap­ 
propriations are an accepted tech­ 
nique, but mass emotions can get 
out of hand. 
Reputable financial journals fi­ 
nally are speaking freely of the debt 
crisis. The figures for the first four 
months of 1957 with respect to E, 
F and G government bonds are in. 
They show that investors cashed in 
$3.2 billion worth of these obliga­ 
tions but bought only $1.6 billion. 
It is 
such developments which 
pinch the Treasury for cash and 
send it to the increasingly expen­ 
sive short-term money market while 
it has to postpone “ indefinitely”

with a long-term bond issue. 
Part of the President’s problem 
is the change of management sched­ 
uled for the Treasury this summer. 
Humphrey has stayed longer already 
than he wished, and when he goes, he 
will take Under Secretary W. Ran­ 
dolph Burgess with him. Politically, 
their departure is timely, for the 
Senate Finance Committee is about 
to investigate the whole question of 
government debt and money manage­ 
ment. 


But men approached to take their 
places realize they will be moving 
into the hottest spot in Washington 
and facing cruel problems of opera­ 
tion of the department. Also, in the 
present inauspicious atmosphere, 
heavy new borrowing lies just ahead 
and the newcomers would have to 
struggle with it.

It is 
also believed that the Eisenhower 
choice for Under Secretary to suc­ 
ceed Burgess is Sloan Colt of the 
Banker Trust Compnay of New York, 
but that Colt is a reluctant dragon. 
It would seem obvious that the 
T reasu ry ’s special requirements at 
the moment are for men with great 
prestige, clarity of vision and wide 
political understanding. These are 
never in too ample a supply in any 
Administration.

Ed Wynn Is Rediscovered Again 


The three most fashionable dra­ 
matic heroes of our particular mo­ 
ment in history are alcoholics,dope 
addicts and comedians. Any day now 
I 
expect 
s o m e 
b r i g h t 
y o u n g 
writer to knock off 
a TV play about 
a n 
a l c o h o l i c 
c o m e d i a n who 
takes up dope on 
the side. And, of 
c o u r s e , Mickey 
Rooney will have 
to play it. 
Just 
as alco­ 
holism and dope 
are the fashion­ 
able topics — what ever happened 
to homosexuality? 
That used to 
be good for a lot of laughs — so 
are Mickey Rooney and Ed Wynn 
the hot performers of the moment. 
Just the other night, it was Ed 
Wynn again on the Alcoa hour play­ 
ing the part of an old movie come­ 
dian who had outlived his popular­ 
ity. Discovered by an ex-child star 
living in poverty in Brooklyn, the 
old gaffer is given a second chance j 
on television and becomes a colossal j 
nuisance who pretty near wrecks | 
his benefactor’s romance and his I 
show. 


* * * 
There were a good many things 
the matter with this drama. For 
one thing, Ed Wynn, who was re ­ 
discovered on "Requiem For A 
Heavyweight" 
and again in ."The 
Great Man" and still again in "The 
Great American Hoax” , is in dan­ 
ger of being rediscovered just once 
too often. All these parts are be­ 
ginning to sound exactly alike and 
they are all, unfortunately, getting 
longer. For instance in "The Great 
Man” the Wynn part couldn’t have 
been more than five minutes long 
and then he disappeared, never to 
be seen again. It was mightly ef­ 
fective. But when you take the same 
character and same mannerisms 
and distribute them over an hour, 
there is a watering down of dra­ 
matic interest and, even more im­ 
portantly, of sympathy. I mean an 
old gaffer who becomes a nuisance 
to the other characters is always 
in danger of becoming just as big 
a nuisance to the audience if you 
leave him on too long. 
"No wonder no one laughs at 
comedians any more,” said a come­ 
dian I know who was watching the 
show with me. "Comecljans are not 
a laughing matter any more. You 
read about their emotional diffi­ 
culties and their horrible child­ 
hood in ‘Look’ magazine. Or you 
see a drama which explains what 
absolute monsters they are in pri­ 
vate lives. At the very best, they’re 
just pathetic. 
At worst, they’re 
fiends. The last thing in the world 
that occurs to anyone is to LAUGH 
at a comedian. 
It’s much more 
appropriate to burst into tears, Or 
maybe punch him in the face. But 
to laugh at a comedian — things 
being like they are — it’s indecent.” 


* • * 
I’m afraid I agree. There’s been 
too 
much 
inside dope about the 
comedian, too much backstage gos­ 
sip. It takes the glamor away from 
him. More importantly, it makes 
the comedian an object of concern 
rather than a figure of fun — and 
that will never do. The whole pro 
fession is suffering as a result of 
all this intimate disclosure. 
And the whole profession is also 
suffering from over-exposure.Muc 
as I admire Sid Caesar and muc 
as I will miss him next year on

But the public is going 
to get tired of it even if there 
were a comedian who could be good 
once a week every week. Mr. Caesar 
came as close to that,objective as, 
I think, anyone ever will — but not 
even he managed to make it. And 
even if he had, the public would 
still get sick of him. 
Even worse, it is going to get 
sick of comedians and of comedy 
itself, There is a point of surfeit 
and, when it is reached, it affects 
not only the welcome of individual 
comedians but of all comedians. 
The fact is, there are only so 
many comedy ideas at a time.
